Of ediate interest though are the negotiations

to the development of a subdivision extending from the 
present built-up area ‘forming the northwest corner of the 
town. Some of the land in question is owned by the town 
and some by private individuals. - 

The matter of putting a subdivision on the market 
today is vastly different from the. real estate boom days of 
the early ‘teens when all a promoter had to do, was survey 
his property into any number of skinny lots, plow a lew 
furrows to indicate where the streets would be eventually, 
register his plan, and then peddle the lots to eager buyers 
miles away at fantastic prices. 

Nowadays subdivision plans must receive the up- 
proval of the provincial Town Planning Board who hove 
certain regulations that must be complied with, such as 
the allotment of school and playground areas, certcin 
dimensions pepenres to pay Bg and lots, and so on.

This paragraph was’ absent from last week's 
edition but ye editor did his level best to make 
up the deficiency, with credit to himself. 

The hospital secretary was away from the job 
‘on one of those periodical trips which havo to 
be made those days to keep up with the changes 
in living, especially as it applies to hospital 
work. We attended a small convention of hospital 
people at the old Galt hospital at Lethbridge. 
Twenty hospitals were represented from Drumheller 
on the north to Cardston in the south. Everyone 
present had his or her problem which was brought 
out and discussod. The administrator of the old 
Galt hospital gave a very intercoting and profit- 
able talk on the work of his hospital, which is 
now being operated as a "rchabilitation centro", 
This term is, more or less, a different way of © 
saying "chronic hospital"; it sounds better and 
means a little something more than "chronic hos- 
pital", It is a place to which paticonts may. go 
when they are suffering from a long term illness 


and the active treatment hospital has done all it , 


can for the patient. The rehabilitation centre 
undertakes to study the case from all angles, 
psysically, psychologically and mentally and then 


apply the appropriate slow treatment. It was said | 


that the cost of operating-such an institution 
was just about one-half of the cost of operation 
of an active treatment hospital. The one diffi- 
culty experienced in the operation of the insti- 
tution is that the Department of Public Health 
of the Province does not recognize it as a hos- 
pital and declines to pay any grants towards its 
operation, The full load of the 
thonedasejéalle upon the pebtene ane ee eteees 
ives or supporters and the Galt institution has 
to charge a daily rate of $5.85, which the admin- 
istrator referred to as. a financial barricr. 

At the convention, however, a resolution was 
passed calling upon the Dopartment of Public 
Health to consider making the same financial con- 
tributions to that class of hospital as to the 
active treatment hospital. The thought behind the 
forcgoing talk is that considcration might be 
given to using the old hospital building for 
something of the same nature as the Galt rehabil- 
itation centre, when we have moved into our new 
hospital building. 

The time for the vote on the by-law for the 
new hospital is drawing closér and advertising is 
being distributed here and there. A mecting is to 
be held in Hussar tonight (Wednesday) and a mect- 
ing is to be held:in the Bassano Armouries on 
Monday, December lOth. A real attempt will be 
made to answer all questions that are sure to be 
in the minds of all the ratepayers. In addition . 
to ratepayers and their wives (or husbands) and 
sons and daughters, persons entitled to vote on 
the by-law include the father and mother of the 
ratcpayer if the parents actually live with the 
ratepayer; also every corporation may vote by an 
agent appointed in writing, provided that the 
agent is not otherwise entitled to vote. 

Let's have a one hundred percent vote on 
December 15th. Polls open at noon (so that you 
do not have to get up too early) and close at 
eight o'clock in the-evening.

serviced with natural gas 


Five cities and 25 towns, hamlets and villages through- 
out Saskatchewan are now being supplied with natural gas 
by the Saskatchewan Power Corporation. With the signing 
of a new agreement whereby the Corporation will supply 
the City of Regina with nafural gas, the system should 
increase to over 30,000 customers by the ‘end of 1957. 


Practically everyone knows that 
natural gas flows through a pipe- 
lin@,. but few realize exactly how 
much work, time and effort is put 
into every pipeline constructed by 
the Saskatchewan Power Corpora- 
tion in order to assure its natural 
gas customers a continugus supply 
and complete safety, : 

A crew of 150 to 200 men work 
on the construction of a pipeline. 
At the “front end”, the right-of- 
way crew grades something akin 
to a rough road on which the ma- 
chinety will travel, At the same 
time they install gates at farmers’ 
fence lines to allow passage of the 
equipment without allowing live- 
stock to stray. Secondly, large 
trucks string out the pipe along 
the route after which the trench- 

. ing crew digs the trench with a 
trenching machine. Following the 
ditching, the pipe sections are 
welded together;' cleaned, coated, 

‘ and then lowered in, Then the back 
fill men fill in the trench to cover 
the pipe and the clean up men 
complete the operation by tidying 
Up. (55 

During construction, the pipe is 

strung out along the entire route 
and is welded into continuous 
strings a mile or more in length. 
Each pipeline weld is actually 
three welds; the “stringer bead”, 
the “hot pass", and the “cover 
pass” as they are referred to by 
the welders themselves, . Each 
length of' pipe is- lifted into place 
by a caterpillar with a side-mount- 
ed boom and clamped to assure 
perfect ent. A welder then 
“tacks” the join, removes the 
clamp, and puts on the “stringer 
bead", This bead should be as 
strong as the pipe itself. This weld 
is cleaned and: brushed and the 
second pass, the “hot pass’ is. put 
on, usually by another welder. 
.. Thig “hot pass”, put on at a 
higher temperature, removes the 
brittleness from the weld. Finally, 
as insurance the “cover pass” is 
put on. at a cooler temperature. to 
remove some thermal stresses due 
to the second pass. Hach welder

it. Welds are systematically x-ray- 
ed and tested for tensile strength 
and bending fracture. A welder is 
not allowed a single mistake on a 
pipeline job. 

Following the welding, the prim- 
ing and cleaning machine’ runs 
along the pipe in a continuous 
process, cleaning the pipe with 
wire brushes and painting on the 
primer. 

Close behind, and also running 
along the pipe, the wrapping ma- 
chine places. a 3/32" coating of 
coal tar base enamel at approxi- 
mately 450 -degrees Fahrenheit 
and wraps it with fibreglass or 
overwrap fibreglass material to 
add strength and shock resistance 
to the enamel, The enamel satu- 
rates the wrap thoroughly and 
gives a smooth looking surface. 
The pipe is then rested on padded 
skids to avoid damage to the coat- 
ing before it is lowered. 

The ditch is deep enough to al- 
low 36 inches of cover for the pipe.

Upon completion; the line is 
cleaned or pigged and tested. In 
this process a “pig” is driven 
through the line by air or gas 
pressure. The ‘pig’ consists of 
wire brushes interspersed with 
slightly cup-shaped rubber discs 
which provide an, almost airtight 
seal with the pipe, The pipe is pig- 
ged with gas pressure before final 
assembly and after completion the 
entire line is pigged. 

After pigging is completed the 
line is blown out to clear what 
dust remains and valves are cut 
into the line,’The valves are then 
closed off and the line filled with 
gas at 900 pounds pressure per 
square inch for a bursting and 
standup test. During the standup 
test, pressure and temperature 
readings are taken periodically to 
determine whether leakage is 
present, z
